Promptly, at 
7 o'clock tlie bug-le soninded at the Pre- 
sidio, and the-journey Of conquest had 
gether.

busily -engaged In rolling- 'Shem up and 
leading ahem on trucks. At 8 o'clock 
the regiment was formed Into line, and 
acconrpanlied -by Its band marched out

- sidiio. aind the Journey of corniest had 


commenced. 


At Van Ness a/venue the entire police 


force- of San Francisco was in watting 
and fell 'in ahead of the soldiers. The 
latter were <in heavy marcihins1 order, 
carrying 'blanket rolls and loaded 
kniai>:$acks o'n tlhetir backs. Tlhe men 
marched along ait a swinging gait, and 
as tttiey turnied 'into tha bo-oaKl tTior- 
ougflifare of Van Ness avenue, they 
presented a splendJd appearance. 


At Pacific avenue the Naval Reserve, 


Signal Corps, and National Guard stuff 
officers were in line, a-rod presented 
arms as tho soldiers wenlt by. Then 
tihey, too, followed and marclifid to t!he 
mail dock. As the regiimenlt proceeded 
tha-otug'h the residence district on Its 
way down, town, tine crowd grew thilck- 
er and thicker. There wtas on*; contin- 
uous roar of dheers, flags were waved 
fja-ntHcally, and people along itih'e line, 
BS tfliey reaognized some frll-end among 
the goldtiers, rushed oiut and grasped 
him toy the hand -to say gxwd-bye. 


When Market atreeit, lira main busi- 


ness thoroughfare at tttio eiby, was 
reached, Hhe eo*owd was enormous. Al- 
thouslh no *onmal proclamation! was 
made, <thlis morruing- was generally rec- 
o&Tdztid 'by th'e busliness men as a holi- 
day, and people on- their way ito work 
lingered to see the soldlSeirs pass. T-he 
cheering of the crowd grew Sn volume 
and nothing like the sigWt on Moj-ket 
etreet was ever seen 'here before. 


Many weeping women folioweHl along 


aiSt«r the soldiers, as ffliauglh doalth -to 
lat theim ouit of their aig<h/t; and even 
men were mat asbamad 'to sihow their 
emotion. 


As the marching men neared the 


water front bombs were fired, steam 
whistles blown and every device imag- 
inable for making a noise was put into 
full operation. 


The jam at the Mail dock was some- 


thing terrlflc. In vain the police and 
mounted signal oorfs attempted to keep 
the crowd back. They would not be de- 
nied, and rushed Into the dock in the 
wake of/the soldiers. Arrived at the 
dock, the volunteers were marched on 
board the transport wjthout delay. It 
took considerable time lor each man 
to be consigned to his quarters, but 
this task was accomplished with but 
very little confusion. 


After the soldiers were once on board 


the ship the police with difficulty clear- 
etj^ the dock and the gates were shut. 


f (ill day long, however, a big crowd 


hung about the dock'ln the hope oi bs- 
ing able to get one more glimpse of the 
men who are going to sail 6,000 miles 
to flg-ht for their country. 


The First Regiment of California Vol- 


unteers is commanded by Colonel James 
F. Smith and consists of 1,086 officers 
and men. 


Tomorrow the Second Keglment of 


the Oregon Volunteers, one batta,llon of 
the Fourteenth Infantry, United States 
regulars, and a detachment of the Cali- 
fornia Heavy Artillery will board the 
steamship City of Sydney, and it is very 
probable that the vessel will depart as 
soon aa the troops and the supplies are 
taken on board.

NEW UNIFORM 


FOR THE TROOPS.

TAMPA, Fla., May 23.— The time-hon- 


ored blue uniform of 'the army is being 
replaced here by the more sombre gray. 
The cloth used is light twilled linen of 
gray brown color, selected after much 
consideration by the authorities 
at 


Washington as the most appropriate 
for tropical campaigning. 


The former heavy oblong shoulder 


strap Is abandoned, being replaced by 
a triangular strip of white duck, with 
insignia of metal. 
Tho collar, cuffs 


and facings are also white duck, which, 
with a broad plait in the back and four 
outside pockets, gives a more elaborate 
effect than any field uniform previously 
in use In our army. 


This uniform is not 'original in this 


country,- as many foreign armies have 
one similar in color, deslg-n and ma- 
terial. Small advance consignments ot 
these uniforms, which will be Issued to 
enlisted men, have arrived at the Quar- 
termaster's office here. 
Officers here 
hope that the entire army may be out- 
fitted with lighter clothing before the 
commencement of actual field opera- 
tions.

With the incoming of the new govern- 


ment the greatest impetus has been 
fflven to activity in the navy yards and, 
it may be added, to home defenses. Tor- 
pedoes have been laid at the entrances 
of all the important harbors. 


The new Ministry has determined to 


send at once what is known as the re- 
serve sq.ua-dron, that is to say, the ar- 
mored warship Pelayo, the protected 
cruisers'Carlos V and Alfonso XIII, the1" 
torpedo boat destroyers Audaz, -Pros- 
perplna and Destructor, the dispatch 
boat Giralda, the dispatch boats Rapido 
and Petria and the armed trans-Atlant- 
ic liners Joaquln ..de Plelago, Alfonso 
XIII, Antonio Lopez, Cludad de Cadiz 
and Buenos Ayres.'' To the above will 
be added the Helna-R^gente, which is 
-being armed in F/erroli;r< and the Leon 
XHI, which has already started from 
Barcelona for Cadiz. 


This fleet Is llk-ely to start at once, 


and it Is publicly stated that it is go- 
ing to Manila. 


Significant suggestions are made as 


to the.possibility of the Pelayo getting 
througB'-the Suez canal owing to ,h,er; 
draught,''' but It may be readily under7 
stood that the Admiralty is not giving 
its secrets away, and that the fleet will 
sail under- sealed orders, and that it is 
as likely to go west as east.

ARMY READY TO 


ATTACK HAVANA. 


Associated Press Dispatches by 
The Tribune's Special Leased Wire, 


NEW YORK, May 23.—A dispatch to 


the Times from Tampa, Fla., says: 


The army here has grown to consid- 


erable proportions during the last week. 
Within the military district of Tampa 
there is now u force of not less than 
25,000 regulars and volunteers. 
It is 


composed of about thirty regiments as 
follows: 


Regulars 
at 
Tampa—One brigade 


light artillery, Third, Sixth and Ninth 
Cavalry, the First. Fourth, Sixth, Sev- 
enth, Ninth, Tenth, Thirteenth, Six- 
teenth, 
Seventeenth, 
Twenty-first, 


Twenty-second, 
Twenty-fourth 
and 


Twenty-fifth Infantry regiments and 
three companies of engineers. At Lake- 
land are the First and Twentieth Cav- 
alry. 


The following volunteer regiments 


are also In this district: Three from 
Florida, the Seventy-first New York, 
Second Massachusetts, Third and Fifth 
Ohio, Second Georg-la and one each 
from Wisconsin, Mississippi and Iowa. 


All 'the regulars and most of the vol- 


unteers are equipped and well drilled 
and ready for Immediate service. Those 
that are not equipped can be furnished 
with uniforms and supplies at once. The 
Second Georgia came to the rendezvous 
without .uniforms or guns. 
General 


Shatter said that there are sufficient 
supplies toere, and the Georgia troops 
will be fully equipped and put in shape 
shortly. A Michigan regiment is also 
without rifles, but will be furnished 
with arms immediately. 


General Shaffer denied a report that 
the transports at Port Tampa are not 
ready and that it wolild take at least 
a week to ge't'them in condition for car- 
rying the troops. 
H« said that all of 


the eleven ships that have been here 
for some time are in complete readi- 
ness and -that the five or seven now on 
the way, and which will arrive at the 
port in a day or so, are thought to ba 
fitted with bunks and stalls. When the 
Orders come for the embarkation, ho 
said, it will require two or three days 
to get the troops, • horses and artillery 
aboard. He still adheres to his view 
that no movement will be made until 
the Spanish fleet is disposed of.

It was figured that Commodore Schley 


ha.d had time to come up with the 
Spanish fleet If-it-remained in the 
neighborhood of ' Santiago, but there 
has not been time for a swift dispatch, 
boat to bring- back word from him. 


A cruiser which has been scouting 


along the western and southern coasts 
of Cuba has reported that everything 
Is quiet In the Yucatan channel. 


It is understood that the number of 


blockading vessels off Cienfuegoa is to 
be increased and the blockade strength- 
ened off Havana. 
Tha naval demon- 
stration at Havana Is big enoug-h to 
convince both the populace and officials 
that if the Spanish fleet should appear 
it would not be able to fight Its way 
into the harbor. Immediate bombard- 
ment of Havana does not seem to be 
part of the plan for the military occu- 
pation of Cuba, 


A newspaper dispatch boat was In 


the neighborhood of Santiago twelve 
hours before the Spanish fleet made its 
appearance. It met no American ships 
there, nor did it encounter a squadron 
coming along the northern coast and 
through the Bahama channel to Key 
West. 


The Spanish authorities have a gun- 


boat at Ciabaron, which Is the nearest 
landing place to Gomez1 headquarters, 
and they are trying to strengthen their 
patrol. They cannot, however, extend 
it east.

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NICARAGUA CANAL 


MUST BE BUILT.

NEW YORK, May 23.—A dispatch to 


the World from Washington says: 


Congress will soon be called upon to 


decide the question of building a canal 
connecting the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans. Chairman Davis of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee said: 


"Ttoe need for a connection between 


Che Atlantic and 
Pacific cannot be 


questioned. 
Our Interests demand it. 


With a canal between the two oceans 
we would have nothing to fear from 
an attack on our Pacific coast. As It is, 
it would take us sixty days to send our 
fleet around the Horn to the Pacific 
Coast cities. With the canal we could 
dispatch men-of-war, to San Francisco 
from New York in fourteen days. 


'With a liberal appropriation, say 


$100,000,000, a canal could be constructed 
through Nicaragua that would be of 
value to the United States Government 
for all time bo coma. The Maritime 
Canal Company, which Is endeavoring 
to sell its interests to the Government, 
started the canal some years ago, and 
considerable work was done, but the 
hard times of 1892-3 came along1 and" 
struck a death blow to the enterprise. 
"This company succeeded in g-ettlng 


certain concessions which it still re- 
tains, and it is but right that the Unit- 
ed State* should buy these concesalons 
and pay the canal company for_ tho 
work It has already done. I do not 
Icnow Just how much it accomplished, 
but I am told that considerable excava- 
tion has been done, on the Pacific side 
of the canal. The company has some 
dredges, scows, etc., which, we could; 
well afford to buy."
